Following is Superintendent Pear- 
son’s report for Macleod Utilities op- 
eration for 1921, perusal of which will 
doubtless prove very satisfactory to 
Macleod ratepayers: 


Macleod, February 18th, 1922 


To the Mayor and Council, 
Town of Macleod. 


Gentlemen:— 
I have pleasure in presenting my re- 
port for the year 1921. 


Power Plant 


Very early in the year further 
moves were made to reduce the op 
erating expenses of the Power Plant 
by the installation of an engine driv- 
en pump and generator for emerg- 
ency service. This scheme was ap- 
proved by the Council on January 3rd. 
The machinery was purchased and 
stalled and tested out by April 22nd 
the stand-by boilers were put out of 
commission on the first of May and 
have not been used since for Power 
purposes. This installation has prev- 
ed a success in every way, it has 
handled all the work it was designed 
for and has reduced the expenses of 
operation as expected, that is about 
$750.00 per month. This had the ef- 
fect of putting the plant on a paying 
basis. 


The large gas engine installed the 
previous year successfully carried the 
load during the entire year, with an 
upkeep cost of less than $50.00 and 
continues to give splendid service. 

During the year an additional $5,000 
insurance was taken out on the plant 
muking a total now in force of $15,- 
000. 


Waterworks 


Efforts to reduce the water leak- 
age from the mains were very suc- 
cessful, about thirty leaks of vari- 
ous sizes were repaired with the re- 
sult that the water pumpage has de- 
creased about 300,000 gallons per day 
However, there remains a consider- 
able amount of work to be done in 
this direction before the water con- 
sumption is down to normal. 

The filtering season was compara- 
tively long but river conditions were 
not very bad at any time, consequent- 
ly we were able at all times to supply 
clear water at a moderate cost. 

At the low water period in the late 
fall efforts were made to recover the 
old water intake in the river bed, This 
work was successfully carried out and 
with the repairs then made the intake 
yas put in a very satisfactory condi- 
tion, 


Apart from the remaining leaks and 
some needed repairs to one of the 
large wells at the plant the water 
works system is in excellent condition 
With the repairing of a large num- 
ber of leaks in the past two years the 
installation of the new pump last 
spring and the repairing of the orig- 
inal Turbine pump it is possible to 
keep the water tower in use at a!l 
times. The plant now has a pumping 
capacity of 2,000 gallons per minute 
and the town pumps have three means 
of driving them. 

In June the C.P.R. water contract 
expired and after some negotiation 
with the company a new contract wi 
entered into to supply water at 13 
cents per thousand gallons in place of 
the old rate of 5% cents.

Colorado River 
Irrigation Project 


(Public Ledger, Philadelphia.) 
The greatest engineering scheme of 
its kind ever thought of—the plan for 
damming the Colorad> River—has 
been so far developed that only the 
sanction of Congress is needed in or- 
der to start work on the project. 


The plan calls for the erection of a 
dam 600 feet high and 2,000 feet lon. 
across Boulder Canyon, which is pari 
of the Grand Canyon ot the Colorado 
There the great cut, chiselled throug! 
the mountainous plateau by the river, 
is nearly a mile deep and the place 
has been chosen because at that point 
the canyon is narrow, with suitable 
abutments of rock on both sides. 


It is estimated that the dam and 
contemplated power plant will cost 
about $50,000,000. The dam will cre 
ate the large.t reservoir, constructed 
for a purpose of the kind, in the 
world, holding 22,000,000 acre-feet of 
water, This is enough water to form 
a lake 1000 square miles in area and 
thirty-three feet deep. Next biggest 
is the reservoir made by the Elephant 
Butte dam, on the Rio Grande, which 
cdntains 3,000,000 acre-feet. 


A railroad and wagon road will hav: 
to be built along the wall of, the can- 
yon to bring all sorts of supplies and 
the vast quantities of cement needed 
for the construction of the dam. 


- By this means a great river will bé 
made the servant of man. When the 
work has been accomplished ‘here will 
be an end to the destructive and terri- 
fying floods which occur at frequent 
intervals, The flow of the Colorado 
will be completely controlled, and its 
waters will be utilized for the produc- 
tion of enormous power transmissible 
by wire over distances of 300 miles or 
more. 

The water, poured out over the iand 
through irrigation ditches, will reclaim 
more than 1,000,000 acres which to- 
day are uninhabitable, worthless de- 
sert. When watered this vast »rea 
is expected to have a value of $200 an 
acre—an estimate based upon the
